4 BOOK ABOUT IONA.

ERE is a book that no student of Irish 
antiquity can afford to miss—a 
popular, lightly-written, well-illustrated, 
end very well-informed book on Iona. The 
author clearly is in love with his subject. 
To him Iona is holy ground in a very real 
sense: that is, a place that sti-s all that 
is deepest in the reverent and devoted 
mind. He gives a closely detailed account 
of the island and its antiquities, so that 
his book surpasses any guide book yet 
printed ; but this is only a setting for the 
life-story of St. Columba. 

Mr. Hannan quotes St. Adamnan and 
Manus O’Donnell, and he also quoted 
modern writers on the Celtic liturgy and 
similar topics in order to illuminate those 
details of the old life which are obgcure 
to the modern mind. Among the marvels 
related of the great Irish saint, many are 
incredible—they are obviously romantic 
fictions made by writers who never ex- 
pected them to be believed. They may be 
compared to those symbols with \.hich it 
is usual among artists to signify some 
characteristic of their subject, as when S. 
Bride, a great founder of churches, is 
represented with a church in her hands. 
Every reader of the life of St. Columba, 
however, observes that one type of marvel 
recurs with: an air of authenticity. Again 
and again, he is represented as gifted with 
‘telepathic’ faculties. He is' aware 
when a friend in Ireland is in trouble, and 
knows of the burning of an Italian city at 
the hour in which it occurs. Mr. Hannan 
deals well with this topic, quoting vhe 
evidence in favour of that phenomenon 
called the Highland second sight. 

There are a { many points on which 
some Irish students will dissent from Mr. 
Hannan’s opinions; ‘but, since always he 
states his case frankly and with courtesy, 
none could quarrel with him. One fault 
in his book is common to nearly all writers 
on kindred ics, and is, 
evitably so. He does not distinguish suffi- 
ciently clearly between different strata of 
native tradition. The story of how S,

| is well to qualify oneself when 
making a sweeping statement, but it 
can be said, fairly enough; about’ the 
Automobile Assocjation’s. new “ Road 
_ Book of England and Wales ” that within 
its limits and purview it must be to the 
motorist something like what the 
Nautical Almanac is to the mariner. 
Motorists are familiar, no deubt. with 
the previous edition—that of some three 
years ago—of which some 60,000 copies 
were put into circulation. But they will 
be under a misapprehension if they be- 
lieve the new Road Book to be a re- 
capitulation, a rehash of the old, for such 
it is not. The frame work, to be sure. is 
the same, but beyond that the book has 
been entirély revised, or rewritten, and 
enlarged and improved also wherever 
that seemed possible or necessary. 
It is. now ‘wonderfully. comprehensive. 
The itineraries, for example, take into 
account road conditions in the light of 
present-day demands as to directness of 
route, ease of = and altogether 
some 51,000 miles of roads are treated 
thus. Included also are arterial roads, by- 
| Passes or through, with mileages and 
inter-mileages, M.O.T. road numbers, with 
a succinct outline of the character of 
roads, giving attention also to their pos- 
sible steep hills and gradients. 
In the Gazeteer section nearly all the 
places of interest are briefly described, 
with hotel accommodation, etc., noted. 
There are, indeed, 2,500 such references, 
and it may be remarked that the number 
of town plans has been doubled. The 
touring motorist is particularly well 
catered for in the way of what to see and 
how to see it most easily. A real help 
in this way also is the new Touring 
Centres map, which affords at a glance 
the range of historical, literary associa- 
tions and scenic possibilities of any tour- 
ing area. |

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This Road Book's atlas and maps are 
in themselves a feature. 
fact, is, we believe, the special. pride of 
the A.A. and of Messrs. Bartholomew, 
and. particularly the 24 pages map of 
England and Wales. The Key Map—20 
pages—has been redrawn, by the way, ‘so 
as to give a clearer and quicker visualisa- 
tion of routes. A newcomer in this 
section is a 20 pages Throughway Map of 
London and Vicinity, replanned upon a 
novel system, which,. by giving street 
names as well as route descriptions and 


landmarks,- adds considerably to its 
value. 
A wonderful work, in fact, is this 


“ Road Book of England and Wales ” in 
the matter of a compilation of clear, con- 
cise, first-hand and up-to-date informa- 
tion about the routes, roads, and the like. 
Not a book lending itself to a 
review proper, perhaps, bu. what of 
that? Think of the labour and thought 
that has gone into it, and of the services 
it will render within its 600 closely- 
printed pages. 
Would that the A.A. could see their 
way towards doing something of the kind 
for Ireland. This country of ours is ripe 
for a Road Book, with the authority 
of a body like the Automobile Association 
behind it. The service it could render to 
the tourist industry in Ireland: would be 
incalculable. But it may come. The 
A.A. is a progressive body, and Scotland, 
no more than Ireland, we believe, has its 
Road Book yet. Some day, therefore, we 
may see the two countries thus served, 
and let us hope the “ some day ” is not 
too far away. 
To begin with, however, we wonld like 
to see done for Ireland: what has been 
accomplished by the A.A. for Scotland in 
““ Scotland for the Motorist,”” by J. Inglis 
Kerr. This is one of an eminently 
practical series published by Messrs, 
Cassell and Co., and others of the like 
are ‘‘ France for the Motorist,’’ ' The 
Alps for the Motorist,’’ and ‘‘ The Cream 
of Europe for the Motorist.”’ Why not, 
therefore, an ‘‘ Ireland for the Motorist ” ?

“The Cream of Europe for the 
Motorist ’’ lies before us as we write. 
The title may be a mouthful, but it 
describes faithfully the scope of the book 
‘written by Charles L. Freeston, F.R.G.S., 
for the Automobile ‘Association. It is the 
first book which should be read by any- 
‘body projecting or even thinking of a tour 
on the Continent, for it provides the in- 
quirer with all the essential information 
he needs by laying bare before him the 
vexpanse of Europe, with its main routes 
and advice as to customs, etc., so that 
he can at once grasp what lies before 
him. 

The author is an authority on his sub- 
ject. He writes with first-hand knowledge, 
for he has tested himself the routes and 
roads, etc, that he  describes—and 
always the main routes, of course—viz., 
outwards through France, over the Alps 
to Italy, the Lakes of Lombardy and the 
northern cities -of -Italy, through the 
Dolomites, Tyrol, Salzburg and the 
Austrian Lakes to Vienna and Budapest, 
Prague and Bohemia, across Bavaria to 
Switzerland, the best route through 
Switzerland, back to France through 
Holland and Belgium, the Rhine and the 
Black Forest, the © Stelvio round, 
Southern Italy, the Italian and French 
Rivieras, the Pyrenees, etc. Then also

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MUTE OF MALICE?

‘Although a:detective had given evidence to 
the effect that the prisoner was neither mute 
nor deaf, ahd had carried on conversation with 
him on many occasions, and ‘also on the 
journey. fo the court, a jury sworn in the 
Central Criminal. Court, Dublin, yesterday to 


failed to decide the point. : 

The jury was asked to retire again, but 
after a second and third consideration was 
still unable to agree. It was stated that one 
juryman would not agree with the majority. 

Mr. Justice Hanna referred to previous cases 
in which prisoners were mute of malice, and 
said that in this case, if the jury did not 
come to a decision, the prisoner might have 
to remain in. prison for another four months. 

Mr. Carrigan said that if this kind of thing 
went on they might as well shut up ‘the 
court. ' 

Eventually the jury was discharged, and a 
new jury was sworn for the same purpose. 
The second jury returned after a few minutes 
with a verdiet.of “ mute of malice.”' , 

This jury was then discharged, and another 
was sworn at a later period to try the case— 
one in which a young man named John 
Brosnan, of the County Kerry, was indicted 
for having been associated-with the formation 
of a military force not established by law. 

KERRY ESCAPES. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C.. prosecuting, said that 
when the case was opened in the Circuit Court 
in Kerry, by a curious confusion that took 
place, both the prisoner and another man 
simply walked ont: of the dock. 

Mr, Justice Hanna—They were quite right 
to walk out if they could. (Laughter.) : 

Mr. Carrigan said that one of the men had 
not been rearrested, but Brosnan was now 
before them. 

Evidence was then given showing that the 
accused man was associated with and a 
member of the “ I.R.A.,"’ and was in posses- 
sion of arms and ammunition. 

The jury found a verdict of guilty, with a 
recommendation that the judge would carry 
the case no further. 

Mr. Justice Hanna ordered the prisoner to 
be detained until the rising of the Court. 


BLIND WOMAN 
ROBBED. 


PENAL SERVITUDE FOR 
ARMED -RAIDER. 


——————- > 


“(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE HANNA.) 
A well-dressed young man named William 
O'Mahony >was indicted’ with breaking into 
the. dwelling-house of Michael Casey, of Ross- 
temple, Croom, Co. Limerick, on the 2st 
December last and stealing a sum of £26 10s. 
and a bank deposit yoy “ for £970... There 
was a second count for being armed with a 
revolver, and a third. for. assaulting Mary 
Sheeran and robbing her of 1s. on the same 
occasion.’ 
Mr. Carrigan, K.C., prosecuting, said that 
Lon’ the. night in question the prisoner and 
another man, both armed with revolvers, came 
to the house of Michael Casey, an old man, 
and his wife, who was nearly blind, and said 
that they were searching for arms. They were 
disguised, and made a thorough search of 
the place; but: did not find any arms. There 
was a child’s cot in the house, and, searching 
this, they fourid a tin box, which contained 
10s. in cash and a bank deposit receipt 
for £970. There was a servant in the place, 
and they made her turn her face to tne wall, 
while they roughly handled the blind woman, 
who was in the kitchen.. The mén made a 
further search of thé place, and, when Michael 
Casey got out in the hope of arousing some 
of his neighbours, they brought him back. 
Among the things they found was a bottle of 
whiskey, whiéh one of the men -[not. in 
custody) opened and, handing it to the 
oem. said, “Have a pull out of this, 
ill. ee Le 
Michael Casey was e#amined, and gave 
evidence bearing out counsel’s statement. The 
men, who were masked, burst in the door, 
and ‘threatened that if they did not get money 
they would set fire to the house. The witness 
got away, but was brought back, and one of 
the men caught his wife by the hair of the 
head and threatened. to shoot--her.. They 
seized the bag which she. held, and also what 
was in the cot. One of the men struck him 
and told him that if he moved again his 
brains would he blown out. They were about 
an hour in the house. Qn. a subsequent day 
at the jail he picked out the prisoner from 
among others. and, placing his hand on him, 
said, “ You are the man that robbed me.” 
Further evidence was given in support of 
the identification. ' 
The defence was an alibi. The prisoner, 
it appeared, dealt in horses. He said that he 
had inherited. £350 from, his brother, and 
there were other. sums, including £530, which 
had not come to him yet.’ He denied having 
had anything to do with the raid. 
The jury returned a verdict. of “* Guilty,” 
when it was stated that the prisoner had been 
convicted already this year in Limerick while 


was ordered to be imprisoned for six weeks. 
There was another conviction’ in 1927 for 
neglect of his children, for which the prisoner 
was sentenced to six months’ ‘hard labour. 
Mr. Justice Hanna said that he quite con- 
curred with the verdict.of the jury. It was 
a particularly bad case, and he could not pass 
it over lightly. He sentenced the prisoner to 
five years’ penal servitude.

Bigs ones oo lies in a county that is rich 
in historic memorics. It is only a 

few hours distant from the most splendid 
‘ruin in ‘reldand—Cashel—and: ib is not 
much further to Atbassel, outsiue tle town 
of Tipperary, and Holycross, o. the way 
‘to Thurles: Yet in this ancieat town a 
modern industry of \:orld-fame ha been 
established on the basis of one of the 
world’s oldest sports—coursing. 
The headquarters of the Irish Coursing 
Club is in Clonmel. Thirteen years ago 
Irish greyhounds’ were still registered on 
the English Stud Book. Twelve years ago 
the club was founded, because ++ that time 
there were more greyhounds in Ireland 
than in England. There are more grey- 
hounds in Ireland now than in all the 
other countries:of the world taken together. 
The 1928 registrations at Clonmel exceeded 
the 1927 five times, although the 1927 
number of registrations was a record one. 
Almost all the great winners of dog 
races are Irish dogs—Dick Son, Solar 
Plexus, Doonane—are some of the world’s 
fastest dogs, bred in Clonmel. Beaded 
Biddy, who died recently, beat all the best 
bitches of her day, and Cormorant was 
purchased last week for eleven hundred 
guineas. Music-ball songs were sung in 
London in honour of Dilly, another Clon- 
mel dog, and famous actresses had their 
photographs taken ‘with him. Thousands 
of dogs are exported from Clonmel yearly 
to China, Egypt, India, Canada, United 
States of America, Germany, France, and 
Belgium. There is no doubt that Clov:mel 
did good business when it went to the 


dogs. 
HORSE-BREEDING COUNTY. 


Tipperary Tim was not bred far off 
either. It is a great  horse-breeding 
county. At the Powerstown Park Races 
over a thousand pounds is given in stakes. 
The annual meeting will be held to- 
morrow, and the Clonmel. Horse Show is 
on July 25th and 26th. Clonmel is well 
off as regards golf ; for, with the exception 
of the championship courses, this is one of 
the best provincial courses. Clonmel itself 
is not only wéll off as regards boating ; 
but so are visitors to Clonmel; for all 
they need do to enjoy the river is to get 
permission from the Rowing Club 
secretary to use a boat. This rowing club 
is the only one in Ireland that won four 
Senior Eights in 1920. Membership fee is 
30s. There is also a fine fresh water 
bathing place. 
It is well off as regards tennis, too. Five 
grass courts are available at the club. 
Visitors’ fees are 10s. a month. Tue club 
numbers about a hundred members. 

I wandered up there yesterday morning. 
It is a peaceful place, overlooking a valley 
and sheltered: by the Waterford hills that 
rise up from the bottom of almost every 
street in Clonmel. But i: was not the tennis 
or the tennis courts—for there were no 
players about—that absolutely fascinated 
me. It was the croquet ground. What a 
balm to racked nerves to know that 
croquet still exists in the world! What 
soothing calm to a harried mind! Side 
by side it exists, too, with that greyhound 
that embodies all the speed of modern 
restlessness, 

I inquired if there were more players 
of this lost game. ‘‘ About twenty’” the 
caretaker said, smiling. I feel that as 
Jong as the twenty keep playing the red 
hand of Bolshevism will never knock at 
the gate of Clonmel, altbough all the rest 
of the world be torn ix. the fragments of 
anarchy. 

Although I was rushing on to Cahir I 
took on a calmer attitude myself as I left 
that croquet ground and walked down the 
hill, along the river, and back to the 
hotel for lunch. 


MARLFIELD. 

In the afternoon L-walked to Marlfield, 
a beautiful estate outside Clonmel. At 
the entrance to the neat little village wild 
cherry trees are planted, and on the estate 
itself the splendid trees are well spaced. 
One of its most remarkable trees is the 
tulip tree. It was bearing curious red 
and yellow flowers blossoming from a sort 
of gréen cup on the branches; The River 
Suir, flowing through the estate, divides 
it from the Waterford hills, which rise 
on the other side. One felt as it flowed 
through meadows and under trees on that 
summer's day it deserved its name: 
“ Gentle Suir.’’. I had to leave it while 
the afternoon sun was stil] almost un- 
shadowed on the grass. 

I inquired on my return to Clonmel 
about taxis, and I heard that they can be 
hired for 9d. an hour, including waiting. 
There are many fine excursions about 
Clonmel. To the west, Marlfield, Bay-

THE SKYLESS LAKE. 

I was taken for a drive after dinner to 

a place called the Vee. Why had I never 
heard of it before, and why is everybody 
not talking about the Vee? First one 
comes under the Knock to Clogheen. Then 
the road winds up the mountain-side—one 
can see it curving on itself as it goes 
higher.  A fringe of pines outline one 
side. As one rises one sees a strange lake. 
1 think’ it is called the Skyless Lake. 
People say it has no bottom. It lies 
darkly at the mountain top like some 
silent waiting animal. Above the pines on 
the last mountain ridge there is a tomb. 
In the distance it looks like a mountain 
chapel. It is the grave of an old gentle- 
man who loved the Vee and asked to be 
buried where his spirit might look down 
on its full glory. The -last -blessoming 
rhododendrons covered the highest ridge 
and one drove under thei. drooping 
leaves past the pines to the top. Then 
one looks down on the whole plain of 
Tipperary and Waterford. | 
It is a perfect plain. I should think so 
perfect. a plain is rare in a country where 
the flat places are always-undulating. —Ín 
a tiny way it resembled plains I have seen 
in Hungary, except that these were hedge- 
less. Mountains running out a little way 
each side of it frame the sea: On: one 
side are the Galtees ; on the other, I think, 
the Comeraghs. Then the roac turns on 
the summit and one sees another vista 
opening across the mountain. One fancies 
one sees the distant sea. This is the road 
to Cappoquin and Melleray. The distant 
sea is Youghal. We turned back then. 


A WEEK IN CAHIR. 
I felt that I would have given a year 
of my life to have gone on to Melleray 
and seen in the fading light’ the 
mountain monastery where the most 
austere monks Christianity has known 
praise God. It was still light when I 
returned to Cahir, and I walked till it 
was dark in Cahir Park. -A wide path 
leads past the river, and on one’s other 
side there are high rocks where the 
mountain ash will bud forth red berries in 
the autumn and St, John’s Worth now 
burns yellow on the grey. After a walk of 
half-an-hour or more one crosses a bridge 
and reaches up some wooden steps a quaint 
Swiss chalet, where birds and fish that 
haunted the Suir are preserved.- A bird 
with fierce and splendid red feathers 
some type of rare pheasant.who was bred 
in Cahir—is now preserved as the last of 
his race—his brethren escaped and were all 
devoured by foxes. The. pheasarits’ 
feathers were used in the salmon fishing. 
The Suir is a great salmon river. Over a 
ton of salmon were caught in Cahir this 
season. 
I got up late next morning and missed 
the train. But I was told there was a 
‘bus at the door and that it was passing 
Cashel and Holycross; which 1 had, un- 
fortunately. had not time to see. I had 
seen Cashel once before, and, as the ‘bus 
hurried out of Cahir, I recalled that 
moment when ‘the car had turned the 
corner and this great ruin came in sight 
like a miniature ‘‘ city set on a hill.”’ 
Three hundred feet up the Necropolis 
of Ireland is set the Round Tower and 
Cormac’s Chapel—where the King of Ire- 
land lies sleeping for nine hundred years— 
the cathedral built in 1169 and burned tv 
the great Geraldine, the ancient Stone and 
Cross, the Fortress, the Hall of the 
Vicar’s Choral. I can remember best the 
high pointed arches of the windows and a 
comic little figure worked in stone on the 
wall, thought to be a belated pagan god 
that had strayed into Christianity. It is 
a curious-faced little wind devil. . I paid 
3s. fare in the “bus; it passed Holycross 
as well as Cashel, and brought me to 
Thurles in time to catch the train I 
thought I had lost. 


SUNDAY EXGURSIONS. 
I heard that the same ‘bus makes 
Sunday expeditions through the beautiful 
Vee, starting from Clonmel and going via 
Cahir for 5s. return. There is another 
Sunday excursion to the Mitchelstown 
Caves for 4s. return, and whole-day 
excursions to Lough ‘Derg, where the 
"buses are affiliated, so to speak, wita 
boats.

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CAPTAIN COOK AND THE 
NORTH-WEST PASSAGE. 
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more than 
tained the traditions of Magellan, 
Drake, and the rest of the adventurous 
seamen who did so mueh to zercal the 
wonders of the western world. 

‘After twice circumnavigating the globe, 
Cook, who had run away from a Yorkshire 
hiigerdasher’s shop as a Jad of thirteen. to 
win fame as the greatest sea captain of 
his age, now married for seventeen years, 
of which only a little over four had been 
spent at home, had returned to England 
with hopes of a rest. 

The question of the North West Passage 
was at the moment absorbing public 
attention. An Act of Parliar::t had 
bees passed offering a reward of £20,000 


to ‘the owners of the ship. which should } 


discover the passage, and in spite of two 
c@uituries records of failures — Lord 
Sah@wich, then First Lord of the Admir- 
alt; and irreverently dubbed ‘‘ Jemmy 
Tiékler’’ by contemporary satirists, had 
consented to send out an expedition. 


A_BAIT THAT SUCCEEDED. 


There was one man who, by common 
consent, possessed the requisite qualifica- 
tions for the job in an outstanding degree 
—Captain Cook, whose reputation for sea- 
miamship, courage, tact, and judgment had 
survived the sternest tests. 

The Government shared the public view 
that Cook was entitled to a holiday, but 
though they were reluctant to make any 
direct solicitation to him on the subject, 
they took good care to make it perfectly 
plain that, if he chose to volunteer, his 
services would be most gladly accepted. 

Cook was not only personally consulted 
with regard to the equipment of the 
expedition, but was actually asked to 
name the person whom he considered best 
fitted to conduct it. 

Finally resort was made to a subterfuge. 
On the pretext of discussing the details, 
Lord Sandwich invited Cook to dine with 
him. In the company were two of Cook’s 
warmest friends and patrons, Sir Hugh 
Palliser and Mr. Stephens, Secretary of 
the Admiralty, and the conversation was 
adroitly cirected towards the glorification 
of the projected enterprise, Lord Sandwich 
particularly enlarging upon its dignity 
and importance, its consequences to navi- 
gation and science, and the completeness 
it would give to the whole system of 
discoveries. 

The bait took. Cook the seaman might 
be anxious for a larger share cf the com- 
forts of home life, but the explorer and 
savant in him could not resist an appeal 
based on public interests. As the conver- 
sation proceeded his enthusiasm became 
more and more pronounced, and at last he 
jumped to his feet, exclaiming, “I will 
conduct it myself! ”’ 


SECRET FROM HIS WIFE. 


This was, of course, exactly what the 
parties present chiefly aimed at, so his 
offer was immediately accepted, and he 
was appointed to the command with the 
King’s approval. 

Cook, when the wave of exaltation had 
passed, and he had had time for reflection, 
found it impossible to confide :1 h'- wife. 
To the end she lamented that the news of 
his acceptance of the command had been 
kept from her, but as his youngest child, 
Hugh, was born just after he sailed, his 
reticence is capable of an explanation 
which does credit to his heart 

Cook set out from Plymouth in the 
Resolution on July 12th, 1776, followed 
by Captain Clere in the Discovery. The 
plan was to discover a passage, if possible, 
from the Pacific to the Atlantic. Every 
attempt to get through from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific had failed» but it was con- 
sidered that a reversal of the usua] prac- 
tice offered a better chance of success. 

It is impossible to read the story of this 
memorable voyage without a thrill of 
admiration for Cook. It is true he failed 
in his main purpose. It was left to 
M‘Clure to complete the discovery of the 
North-West Pasage in 1850. 

After spending nearly a month in the 
open sea beyond Behring Straits, Cook 
came to the conclusion that the barrier 
of ice was impenetrable and turned back. 
But he had abundant compe=:ations in 
a long list of discoveries and invaluable 
contributions to scientific knowledge. 


DISCOVERY OF HAWAIL | 


It was in the beginning of 1778 that he 
discovered the Sandwich Islands, gems of 
the Pacific which were named after Lord 
Sandwich, but are now generally known 
as the Hawaiian Islands, after Hawaii, 
the chief island of the group, which Cook 
designated Owhyhee. 

On the failure of his quest for the 
North-West Passage Cook put in to 
Karakakoa Bay, Hawaii, which he reached 
on January 17th, 1779, the day after a 
great battle in which the King of Hawaii, 
who had invaded the adjacent island, was 
vittorious. A week of Tabu had _ been 
declared by the natives, all ordinary 
avocations being suspended. No one was 
allowed to be seen out of doors; no light, 
fire or noise were permitted. 

but Cook’s appearance caused an 
astonishing transformation. He was wel- 
comed as Po the god of Victories: the 
Tabu was immediately removed; he 
became. the central figure of elaborate 
ceremonial observances; the people flocked 
in thousands to see him; there were three 
thousand canoes afloat on the bay at one 
time, and on one occasion 10,000 awe- 
stricken men and women paid homage to 
Captain Cook on all fours.

A year, 
it appears, must elapse before such crops 
yield any return; but ample dividends, he 
assured men, can be secured during the 
succeeding four years by market gardctiers 
who invest the necessary capital and take 
expert advice from the Department of 
Agriculture or from growers with experi- 
ence elsewhere. 


Raspberries and Currants. 


He fownd it much more difficult to ex- 
plain the failure of fruit growers to pro- 
vide the necessary materials for jam- 
making in the form of raspberries and 
black currants. Unlike strawberries, the 
production of these kinds of fruit requires 
ordinary intelligence rather than expert 
knowledge. With the resources of modern 
transport at his disposal to ensure rapid 
collection and delivery, my friend could 
see no reason why the Free State farmer 
should continue to permit the import of 
fruit from other countries. | 

Soil and climate, he assured me, both 
are favourable factors. Here, surely, is 
room for enterprise, and an opportunity to 
make th st of one of our import tariffs. 
Perhaps, the Department of Agriculture 
will sege the opportunity to let us know 
what they think about such possibilities ?

The Future of Poteen. 


I hear that a great deal of talk has 
been stirred in various quarters by publi- 
cation as an editorial note in the Gédrda 
Review of a startling suggestion—to 
legalise the poteen-making industry in the 
Gaeltacht.

Poteen is a Gaelic product, and its mann- 
facture is a very old pursuit.

The 
cotter farmers sell their little grain crops 
to the illicit distiller because they are 
without any other market. “ When we 
find a whole countryside in actual fact 
fighting for their lives to obtain, by fair 
means or foul, food and shelter, and 
unanimously supporting the cultivation 
and preservation of an illegal industry, a 
legacy from their forefathers, which means 
to them nothing more than a means of 
income, it becomes apparent that ameliora- 
tive measures are overdue.”’

Licensing Suggestion. 


Repression, it is stated, has been tried 
in vain since the year 1661, and its prac- 
tice (the argument proceeds) stamps the 
police definitely as enemies of the people 
among whom they serve. Whether it can 
suteceed completely is doubtful, despite the 
results of recent tightening of the law and 
its administration. Now the question is 
put bluntly—‘‘ Would it not be a far wiser 
plan not alone completely to abandon 
repression, but to legalise and license this 
ancient Irish industry, and by this means 
to obtain control of the manufacture and 
sale of the liquor?

Dr. Charles Bennett.

James Douglas on Saturday after- 
noon next, is Professor of Philosophy at 
Yale University, and a well-known writer 
in Harper's Magazine and other American 
papers. Dr. Bennett, who is a member of 
the well-known Dublin family of Bennett, 
tho valuers and antique dealers, and a 
brother of Miss Louie Bennett, is a student 
of international! affairs, and at the Garden 
Party at Cabinteely, to be held under the 
avspices of the Women’s International 
league for Peace and Freedom, will tell 
of his visits to the American munition 
factories. Dr, Bennett is a Pacifist, and, 
believing that many of the international 
misundessetandings arise through tactless- 
ness and want of thought, will make this 
point the subject of his discussion. A 
number of the delegates to the recent 
Congress of the League of Nations, who 
are at present in Dublin, will be the guests 
of the a!ternoon. 


Life of Kitchener. 


The Life of Lord Kitchener, by Mr. 
Stuart Starritt, just published, will be 
read with interest by many who regarded 
the stern, silent soldier with awe. “Many 
will remember his. visit to the late Lord 
Iveagh, in 1912, when he spent a few days 
in Dublin at Lord Iveagh’s residence in 
Stephen’s Green, and attended the ball 
given by Lady Paget at the Royal Hos- 
pital. It was well known that he had 
determined not to be one of Lord Iveagh’s 
housé party to the ball, but Lady Paget 
decided otherwise, and succeeded in per- 
suading him to attend. He arrived with a 
group of Indian prinees, radiant in their 
jewelled turbans and cloth of gold clothes; 
but Lord Kitchener, who was in full 
uniform, towered over all the guests pre- 
sent and was the most striking personage 
in the beautiful oak panelled hall where 
the brilliant gathering assembled. He 
spoke little, and seemed at home preferably 
with his Indian friends, and escaped as 
soon as he conveniently could, having kept 
his promise to Lady Paget, the wife of the 
Commander-in-Chief of the Forces at the 
time. 


Kitchener and Jack London. 


It was well known that Lord Kitchener 
was’ particularly shy of all publicity. 
Perhaps he would have agreed with the 
advice given hv “ Mr. Dooley’’ to Lord 

Emm—m— French, that he 
should wrife his own 
Press dispatches. 
Journalists at the 
heginning of the 
World War had much 
difficulty in securing 
permits, and it was 
believed that Lord 
Kitchener was re- 
sponsible for the 
many refusals to 
adventurous writers 
eager to cet to the 
front. This I can 
believe. 

The late Jack 
London, probably one of the most daring 
and adventurous spirits the world has 
known, told me an amusing story story of 
his meeting with the General when he was 
acting as a war correspondent in the East 
for an important American paper. He 
was commissioned to get attached to 
Kitchener’s forces, and arrived at a venue 
when the General was preparing for a big 
campaign, to find that there was conster- 
nation amongst the army of Pressmen at 
the ultimatum sent by Kitchener. that no 
correspondents would be permitted to join 
the Army. Many parleys were held and 
appeals sent to headquarters, and after 
strong representations had been made. the 
General decided to meet the Press at an 
early hour the following morning. 

There were about one hundred 
journalists lined up for the interview. 
Each felt the importance of his paper, and 
each hoped to impress its importance on 
the great man. At the moment of inspec- 
tion credentials were grasped firmly and 
the situation was extremely tense. Then 
the General arrived. He stood for a 
moment and glanced along the line, and 
said: ‘‘ Three of vou ean come: choose 
between you,” and turned on his heel. 
leaving the unfortunate correspondents 
aghast. But with a smile, Jack London 
added: “'J was one of the three.” 


A Cambridge Blue. 


Although Cambridge just failed to beat 
Oxford in the University match at Lord’s, 
one Cambridge player had very good 
reason to feel proud of his performances 
during the match, and that was Mr. R. 
W. V. Robins. He scored 53 in the first 
innings—a score that was only exceeded 
by E. T. Killick’s 74—and 101 not out in 
the second innings, by really beautiful, 
free cricket. In addition to this, he took 
4 wickets for 91 in Oxford’s first innings, 
and 4 for 60 in the second, and fielded 
brilliantly throughout both innings.

BELFAST, Thursday. 

The annual Orange demonstrations were 
held to-day at various centres throughout 
Northern Ireland, tens of thousands of 
the brethren being in the parade. The 
skies were overcast, but, generally speak- 
ing, the weather was favourable for 
marching, and the processions were re- 
markable for picturesque display and the 
splendour of banners, standards, flags and 
regalia. In Belfast the spectacle was 
most imposing. The members of the Order 
presented a martial appearance—many of 
them are ex-Service men—as they pro- 
ceeded on their way in columns of four 
through densely-packed streets to the 
place of meeting on the outskirts of the 
city. Every lodge was headed by its 
band, and the sound of the beating of 
innumerable drums, large and small ; the 
shrieking of fifes and the skirl of bag- 
pipes, together with the music of brass, 
reed and flute combinations, rose into the 
air like some mighty diapason, the dis- 
cordant elements resolving into a great 
blend of harmony in the distance. 

The meetings were orderly, and con- 
ducted with the dignity which has been a 
special feature of these gatherings within 
recent years. At the various meetings the 
customary resolutions were passed deal- 
ing with loyalty to the King and prin- 
ciples of the Order, as well as promising 
support to the Northern Government, and 
warning the people to be on their guard 
against Socialism and any other influence 
which might endanger the stability and 
integrity of the Northern State. It was 
announced on Tuesday that the Prime 
Minister would cross from England the 
following day and preside at the Dromore 
meeting to-day in his capacity of County 
Grand Master of Down, and deliver an 
address. Members of Parhament spoke 
at various gatherings, and Canadian re- 
presentatives brought greetings and a 
message of encouragement from the land 
of the Maple Leaf. 


GOVERNMENT GENEROSITY. 


Tt has been finally decided to build a 
new bridge over the Foyle at Londonderry, 
the structure to accommodate four lines of 
traffic, with a broad footpath on either 
side. The total cost is to be undertaken 
by the Government, the expense to be 
borne by the Road Fund, a decision which 
has caused a good deal of controversy 
among other public bodies throughout 
the province who object to the Road Fund 
being raided to provide the maiden city 
with a gift of quarter of a million pounds. 
It has been stated, however, by the Minis- 
terial authorities that this contribution 
will not adversely affect the grants made 
to other councils in the ordinary course, 
and, that being so, all should be well. 

An important consideration in the plans 
for the new bridge is the provision of an 
opening span which will permit of trafhe 
passing up the river into the Free State, 
but that has not yet been decided. There 
is an opening span in the existing bridge, 
but it appears that it has been rarely 
used, and not at all for many years. With 
the development of both Northern and 
Southern Ireland it is essential that such 
an opening span should be provided, for 
who can foresee the future, with its peten- 
tialities in increased trade and commerce 
between the two States? Even the little 
portion of the South, paradoxically up im 
the North, is worth considering, if only as 
a friendly gesture. 

The. generosity of the Government has 
given much satisfaction to the good people 
of Derry. It was a statesmanlike action, 
wide in its vision, and if similar conces- 
sions could be givea in the Clogher Valley 
and along the River Bann, without too 
severely depleting the national exchequer, 
much good would be done in removing 
serious grievances and in improving the 
conditions of the people. 


DIGGING UP THE HATCHET. 


The members of the Donaghadee Urban 
District Council have been smoking the 
pipe of peace for some time past, but its 
soothing effects have faded, and the meta- 
phorical hatchet has been once more dug 
up. Every now and again the worthy 
councillors break into wordy combat, 
decorum is ignored, and even their chief 
is deposed at will. This is the board that 
has on several occasions sought self- 
destruction by asking to be suppressed, 
evidently not believing in its own 
efficiency. but the long-suffering Minister 
of Home Affairs has just as often wearily 
exhorted it to go and mend its ways. 
He is a kindly man and does not wish to 
see Donaghadee lamenting a blotted-out 
Council. 

Songs have been sung about this desir- 
able seaside resort, its beauties have been 
extolled far and near, and hosts of tourists 
are attracted to it; but its public repre- 
sentatives do not seem to be influenced by 
the harmony of nature. A strong hand is 
wanted to guide its affairs and bring about 
happier relations between its councillors. 
The last dispute occurred at a meeting in 
the beginning of the week, when a discus- 
sion arose over the report of the Finance 
Committee, which some members wanted 
passed in full, while others desired that it 
should be amended. 

It was a simple matter and presented no 
difficulty, but a lively discussion ensued, 
and there was talk of “ wee gods”’ ruling 
the place, and so forth, with the result 
that the Chairman declared the meeting 
dissolved, and with his section went and 
sat among the audience; while the other 
section appointed a chairman Of their own 
and completed the business to their satis- 
faction. This kind of procedure is not cal- 
culated to inspire confidence in ejther the 
administrative or the governing capacity 
of the board; but, after all, it is a 
popularly-elected body, and is, therefore, 
supposed to reflect the opinions of the 
ratepayers.

CRITICISMS OF GOVERNMENT. 


From time to time references have been 
made in this column to the spirit of dis- 
content which is spreading throughout the 
Northern province relative to the policy 
of the Craigavon Cabinet. It has been 
pointed out that the Government is out 
of touch with the people, and that its best 
friends are being alienated from their old 
loyalty to the official party, but protests 
are unheeded, and anyone who differs 
from officialdom is simply described as 
an enemy of Ulster. The day for that 
contemptuons disposal of opponents. has 
passed; for men whose devotion and 
loyalty to Ulster cannot be questioned, 
are passing severe strictures on the exist- 
ing régime. 

Such an incident oeeurred at a church 
parade of Orangemen in Larne this week. 
Dealing with the temperance problem, the 
Rev. J. Lyle Donaghy, chaplain for forty 
years in the Order, charged Lord Craig- 
avon with having broken his promises 
when he stated definitely that he would 
not, under any cireumstances, give them 
a Local Option Bill in the next Parlia- 
ment. That statement, said Mr. Donaghy, 
was absolutely unconstitutional, and if 
during the next Parliament Ulster. 
through its representatives, demanded 
local option, then Lord Craigavon must 
either give it to them.or make room for 
an equally true Unionist Prime Minister 
who would accede to the wishes of the 
best elements of society, 


CLASH OF STRONG WILLS.

These 
efforts to bring the Premier ‘‘to his 
senses,” or, in other words, to recant or 
resign, are becoming quite common, and 
before long they may serve to illustrate 
the problem of what would happen should 
an irresistible moving force come into 
collision with an immovable body. No 
one knows, but fireworks would be a cer- 
tainty, and that is the position coniront- 
ing the loyal people of the North at the 
present time. It is all very- regrettable ; 
for Northern Ireland is enjoying the best 
licensing laws in the world, and the great 
forward step in temperance legislation was 
due to Lord Craigavon. He has achieved 
remarkable results in that respect, and 
the measures for which he has been re- 
sponsible have won the admiration oi 
other countries, but he refuses to sacrifice 
other lawful interests at the cali oí 
extremists. 


NO EL DORADO. 


It is admitted that lecal option is but a 
stepping-stone to prohibition, and 
Northern Ireland is by no means in favour 
of such a revolutionary measure. The 
temperance party seems to be under the 
impression that it has the support of the 
majority of the people, but such is not the 
case. It certainly has the noisiest element, 
but the great silent body of the community 
resent any interference with their libertits. 
Local option, in itself, means nothing ; for 
if one district is ‘‘dry,’’ the thirsty 
brigade will find their way to the nearest 
“wet”? section, so that it would simply 
mean a transference of trade; while, on 
the other hand, prohibition—the ultimate 
voal—could not be attempted without the 
co-operation of the Free State; and even 
then the poor old North, instead of 
developing imto an El Dorado from 
which bung, feer and  Barley-Bree 
had vanished, would merely sxesolve 
itself into a roaming-ground for rival 
canes of bootleggers, poteen-makers, rum- 
runners, and others of that ilk, for whom 
prohibition would mean a mine of wealth. 
That is not a pleasant prospect, and the 
prohibitionist should demonstrate how it 
ean be avoided. 

BATTLE CRUISER AT BANGOR. 


The arrival of the battle cruiser Tiger 
at Bangor Bay has given much pleasure 
to the people of the popular seaside resort.

‘TRADE LOANS (GUARANTEE) 


(AMENDMENT) BILL. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN (Minister for Industry 
and Commerce) moved the second stage of 
the Trade Loans (Guarantee) (Amendment) 
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Bill. 

Mr. LEMASS said that he thought the 
Minister would have availed himself of the 
opportunity to give a general review of the 
working of the Act, and of the result of its 
operations in the country. He thought that 
the Trade Loan (Guarantee) Act had not 
realised the high hopes raised when it was 
first introduced. It had not, in fact, led 
to any widespread revival of industry in this 
country, or any steady, regular employment 
for the workers of the country. They wauld 
like to know if that was the maximum effort 
which the Government was prepared to make 
to that end. He thought that it was hoped 
by the Government at one time that the 
result of the Banking Commission would be 
such that an Act of this nature would be 
unnecessary; that arrangements would be 
made by which financial institutions in the 
country would be induced to offer to industry 
the loans which industry required, and at 
suitable terms. That hope was disappointed. 
The Banking Commission, in that respect, 
was a damp squib. It was up to the Govern- 
ment to face the question as to whether this 
Act was sufficient to meet the requirements 
of the country, and, if not, they should let 
the Dail know what further steps they pro- 
posed, to take. Financial institutions in this 
country had shown no readiness to facilitate tT 
Trish industries by long-term loans. It was 
the duty of the State to intervene, and, if 
necessary, place State credit at the disposal 
of. industry. 

SUGGESTIONS INVITED. 

Mr. J. J. BYRNE (Government, Dublin) 
said that if there was any reasonable amend- 
ment which the Opposition would. like to see 
incorporated, or if they had any idea which 
would lead people to avail more of the bill, 
he felt it would be very favourably con- 
sidered. The Government Party were as 
anxious to have the co-operation of the 
members of the Opposition as, he was sure, 
they were anxious for the development of 
lrish industry. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour, Leix-Offaly) said that 
he was aware of cases-in which the origina!

THE CITY MANAGEMENT BILL. 


The debate on the second reading of the 
Cork City Management Bill was resumed hy 
Mr. GERALD BOLAND (F.F., Easanaital, 
who said that the ideas underlying the bill 


were bad. He did not think it right that 
five men should constitute the Board of 
Control for the first period. There had 


been no case made for not electing all the 
memebrs of the Council at one time. His 
part, also objected to the powers that it 
was proposed to give to the City Manager, 
and they held that there should be a larger 
measure of local control than that which 
the bill provided for. His opinion was 
that the new scheme would bring back the 
old days of the grand jury. ‘Ihe bill would 
have to be withdrawn and re-drafted before 
it would be accepted by his party. 

Mr. R. ANTHONY (Lab., Cork Borough) 
moved the rejection of the bill. He said 
that it would interfere with the rights of 
the citizens and the dignity of the city. 
In his view, citizenship was just as im- 
portant as nationality. He very much re- 
gretted that the dissolution of the old Cor. 
poration coincided with a very notable loss 
of civic pride. Any new bill should be 
designed to. restore that pride, and not, as 
was the case in the present bill, completely 
and finally outcast it. He submitted that 
the bill’ conferred too much power on the 
City Manager. It would be far better to 
continue the existing system of Commis- 
sionership than to set up a sort of Pooh 
Bah, who would have in his hands the whole 
administration of the city—the direction of 
its policy and everything connected with it. 
He knew a good many people who pretended 
to have the interests of Cork at heart. but 
what they really wanted was a perpetuation 
of the class war which had always existed 
there. : 

CORK LORD MAYOR'S VIEWS. 

Mr. SEAN FRENCH (FF, Cork 
Borough) Lord Mayor in the last Cork Cor- 
poration, said that he was prepared to accept 
the principle of the City Mansoor as a step 
in the right direction. He wanted a City 
Manager, but he did not want a city master. 
There was in the bill a basis upon which 
they could meet one another, and discuss 
necessary détails.

Gilbert had this bill he would 
make of it a comic opera that would put in 
the shade “ The Pirates of Penzance.’’ It 
was not in the Corporation Bulldings that.

There they couid see the 
Lord Mayor in shackles, and the purse 
strings held by the manager. He did not 
know if there were any slaves in Cork who 
would go to the séis á of being elected to 
the Council with a manager in control of 
them.

Mr. DE VALERA said that his party 
would agree to a second reading of the bill 
provided the amendments which they wished 
to introduce would be covered. They con- 
sidered it advisable that the control of the 
city should be given back to the representa- 
tives of the people, and his party was anxious 
to facilitate the passage of the bill. Indicat- 
ing the amendments which his party thought 
wise to have inserted in the bill, he said 
that they believed that the number of the 
Council should be 30, or at least 25; that 
they should be elected every three years for 
a three-year period; that the Aldermen should 
be elected annually by the Council, just as 
the Lord Mayor was; that the first manager 
should be appointed for only one year, and 
subsequent managers for a five-year period. As 
regards the power of the,manager, he should 
work within the general regulations of the 
Council. If they got the assurance that these 
amendments would be discussed, and if the 
Minister would indicate his attitude on them, 
it would facilitate the measure. 

“ AN HONEST ATTEMPT.” 

Mr. JASPER WOLFE (Ind., Cork, West) 
said that the general consensus of opinion in 
Cork City was that this measure was an 
honest and able attempt to gét over a difficult 
situation. He favoured increasing the num- 
ber of representatives from 15 to 21, so that 
all interests should be represented. He 
agreed with Deputy French that the first 
election should be for the entire number of 
vacancies. 

Mr. MULCAHY, in replying, said that he 
was glad to hear the opinions of Deputies 
Anthony and de Valera. He held that fifteen

The Slaughtcred Animals (Compensation) 
Bill, 1928, was received back from the Senate 
with a few minor amendments, which were 
accepted by the House. 


THE ROAD TO RUIN. 
FOREBODINGS OF FIANNA 
FAIL. 


President COSGRAVE moved the second 
stage of the Central Fund (No. 2) Bill. 

Mr. FAHY said that the decrease in 
revenue was a very serious matter. Obviously 
the State had to find new sources of revenue 
to meet the decline, and those sources must 
offer to the people some return in the way 
of services other than those at present 
afforded. He contended that the present 
services were costing too much. They would 
like to know what means the Government 
proposed to meet the serious deficit which 
now existed. 

The speaker outlined a scheme of national 
insurance of public bodies, which, he said, 
would go some way towards meeting the 
situation. Each year in the Free State a 
sum of £4,000,000 was paid out from the 
country in premiums, and he contended that 
if a scheme of State insurance such as 
existed in France, for instance, was insti- 
tuted it would mean a net profit to the State 
of about £175,000. 

Mr.’ DERRIG (F.F., Carlow - Kilkenny) 
complained that there was no word from the 
Ministerial benches as to the extent to which 
the Economy Committee was working to re- 
duce taxation. The administration they 
took over from the British was altogether 
top-heavy, and many of the services could be 


amalgamated. Some of the services could 
be reduced. 
Mr. FLINN said that he looked at the 


financial position with real anxiety, from the 
point of view of the Minister's successors. 
The total capital value of the country war 
£350,000,000. The total tax revenue was 54 
millions, and with what they sent across 
the water that amounted to 10 per cent. of 
their total capital. 

With regard to the fishing industry, as far 
as he knew and had been able to investigate, 
any money which to-day was being taken out 
of the Central Fund to be given to the 
fishery department was not operating to pro- 
duce livelihoods and maintain men in the sea 
fisheries. Could they afford to continue to 
pay from the Central Fund money for an 
industry which could not support any more 


people? That was the crucial test. 
RAIDS AND ARRESTS. 
Mr. MOORE (F.F., Wicklow) asked the 


Ministers if the raids and searches by the 
police that were going on in Dublin almost 
every day were to become normal in the 
future. Only two days ago there was a raid 
on a house in Dawson street which lasted 
two hours, after which four men were taken 
to the police station in Pearse street, where 
they were searched. Nothing of any con- 
sequence was found on them. He believed 
that instead of easing off, such treatment 
would intensify the activities of the people 
who were treated in that way. 

He mentioned also the case of two ladies 
who were stopped in the street by C.I.D. 
men, and brought to the station, where they 
were searched. When one of the ladies asked 
why she was brought there the reply was 
that that was the consequence of being in 
bad company. There was no reason why the 
other lady should have been described as 
““bad company.” 

It was, in his opinion, unon such raids as 
he had mentioned that bodies who had such 
political views thrived. He thought that a 
policy of that kind would not lead to the 
stability and political contentment that 
everybody desired. 

Mr. CORISH (Lab., Wexford) pressed for 
information as to the intention of the Go- 
vernment in regard to housing grants to in- 
dividuals and local authorities. He urged 
that the Department of Industry and Com- 
merce ought to draw the attention of the 
people to the importance of supporting the 
products of their own country. 


M~. LITTLE (F.F., Waterford) said that 
the Minister for Finance should take the 
House into his confidence and tell them 


whether it was his intention to get whatever 
money he required by means of short term 
loans from the banks, or if he proposed to 
issue the remaining portion of the Nationa] 
Loan. 

Mr DE VALERA said that the first 
amt ae revenue showed a substantial re- 
uction in all items of taxation. If bor- 
rowing were to go on at the present rate he 
did not see how the country could maintain 
the services which they had to-day. The 
productive part of the population was bein 
driven out by emigration. They were spend- 
ing four ana a half millions on education, 
the benefit of which America received from 
its Irish immigrants, and this country was 
left with the non-productive section of the 
population to whom old age pensions were 


paid.

MAJORITY OF 21. 


“POLITICAL VENDETTA” 
ALLEGED.

In the Free Senate yesterday, Lord Glenavy 
took the chair at ó p.m, 

On the Courts of Justice Bill, report stage, 

Mr. DOWDALL moved to delete Section 5, 
which, he said, restricted the liberty given 
to a person accused on a criminal charge 
of appealing, and also restricted the liberty 
of the judges dealing with the appeal. 


The CHAIRMAN said that the same 
practice prevailed in civil matters as in this. 
Mr. WDALL—It is much more im- 


portant in the case of a person charged with 
a criminal offence. 

Mr. 8. L. BROWN, K.C., was opposed to 
this amendment as to the other ones standin 
in the name of Mr. Dowdall. The effect o 
this amendment was, said Mr, Brown, to give 
to anybody convicted by a jury the right 
to get off altogether or to get a new trial 
if there was an technical error, even if, in 
the view of the Court, that error could not 
have affected the result of the trial. That was 
not in accord with common-sense or common 


justice. 

Mr. O’FARRELL held that the fact that a 
similar practice prevailed in civil actions was 
no argument against the case where a man’s 
liberty was in danger. 

The MINISTER for JUSTICE (Mr. Fitz- 
Gerald Kenney) said that this section was in 
both the English and Scotch Acts, and they 
were only bringing themselves into line in 
putting in this section. He was afraid that 
there was a certain amount of sentimentality 
about accused people in this country. They 
knew that people did not always assist the 
Guards as they should, and they knew of 
cases of jurymen who refused to convict even 
on clear evidence. He personally knew of a 
county where a conviction had not taken place 
for years. 

The CHAIRMAN—You 
mention it; there might 
(Laughter. ) 

The amendment was lost. 

AN AMENDMENT ACCEPTED. 

Mr. DOWDALL moved a further amend- 
ment, the effect of which was that the costs 
of the appeal and of the new trial of the 
accused person should be paid by the State 
where the appellant had won. 

Mr. BENNETT seconded, and said that it 
would be only reasonable that the accused 
person should have this advantage, because it 
would be obvious that the appeal was justi- 
fied. In other words, the apellant had won. 
and should not be deprived of the spoils of 
the victor. 

The CHAIRMAN suggested that Senator 
Dowdall should accept the following adden- 
dum to his amendment :—‘‘ unless the Court 
shall be of opinion that the necessity of a 
new.trial has been caused or contributed to 
by the defence.” 

This was agreed to. 

Mr. DOWDALL moved the deletion of 
Section 11. He said that he had no intention 
of pressing the motion. The judges in the 
Court of Appéal had mainly to depend upon 
the notes of the official stenographers, which 
occasionally might not be strictly accurate, 
owing to bad acoustic properties and having 
to write out at night. The reporting of the 
Dail and Senate was, as far as was humanly 
possible, accurate, but, still, mistakes 
occurred. For instance, when he was speak- 
ing in that House he was reported as using 
the word “ mythology’’ when he had said 
““ nathology.’”’ 

Mr. BROWN considered that the section 
was a most useful one. The judges bad 
power, in addition to having the shorthand 
notes before them, to summon other evidence 
and call for the production of witnesses, and 
trv the whole cause of action. 

The amendment was withdrawn, and the 
report stage passed. 


REFERENDUM BILL 
CARRIED BY A MAJORITY 
OF 21. 


The report stage of the Constitution 
(Amendment No. 6) Bill was next taken.

Mr. LINEHAN declared that he was 
totally opposed to taking away from the 
people the rights they had under the Con- 
stitution. The present measure was one of a 
series to tear the Constitution to pieces. 
They were brought forward because the Go- 
vernment got into a state of panic. 


Sir JOHN KEANE—Hear, hear. 


THE QUESTION OF THE OATH. 

The whole object of the bill, added Mr. 
Linehan, was to prevent a referendum on the 
question of the abolition of the oath, but 
the Government might yet regret that it had 
nee retained the referendum in the Constitu- 
ion. 

Sir JOHN KEANE observed that he stood 
as a Conservative in .that Chamber, and 
although in the present matter he had been 
deserted by certain fellow Senators whom he 
knew also to be Conservatives, he felt: that 
he was the one person consistent to his 
political creed. 

President COSGRAVE said that he did 
not dispute the right of the people to change 
the Treaty, but the people would have to 
select their instruments to bring about that 
change. He was not going to do the work of 
Senator Linehan’s friends or Sir John 
Keane's friends when he did not believe in 
that gs: It was very easy to say that 
the advantage the referendum had was that it 
enabled the people to decide on one straight 
question. hat was political nonsense— 
democracy gone mad. If there were any 
people in the world with a clear idea of polli- 
tical freedom and democracy it was the people 
of this country, and how many public meet- 
ings had they held to protest against the 
abolition of Articles 47 and 48 of the Con- 
stitution? How many meetings had Senator 
O'Farrell held? The simple fact was that the 
people had enough insight and commonsense 
to know that there could not be government 
by referendum. If the people were asked the 
single question whether they liked the tax 
on tea what would their answer be? Or 
the tax on sugar? Or whether they liked 
the income tax, or any one of a score of such 
ua What sort of government would 
that lead to? 

The fifth, or. final, stage of the bill was 
then passed by 27 votes to 6. 

URGENCY RESOLUTION. 

Mr. J. MacLOUGHLIN (Donegal) then 
moved a resolution similar to that passed by 
the Dail, declaring the bill to be ‘‘necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public 
peace and safety.” The object of the resolu- 
tion is to prevent the suspension of the 
measure, pending a possible attempt to have 
it made the subject of a referendum. 

The opponents of the bill had stated that 
they would use every means in their power to 
defeat the measure, and one of these means 
was the obtaining of the signatures of 62 
members of the Dail to a demand which 
would suspend the bill for ninety days, in 
which time they could collect the signatures 
of one-twentieth of the voters on the register. 
and thereby force a referendum on the bill 
designed to abolish the referendum. 

Mr. COUNIHAN seconded the resolution. 

PRESIDENT COSGRAVE said that the 
attitude of the Government was that the 
resolution was necessary. He did not make 
that statement in any alarmist spirit, or to 
indicate that there was any departure. from 
decent order. The general election of June 
of last wear was a model of public decorum, 
but within a month they had confronted 
with a national tragedy. The ordinary 
citizen was shockged, and generally national 
confidence received a rude shock. Looking 
back over the events of the last five years 
they found various incidents, which, how- 
ever detached in themselves they might be, 
evidenced the presence of an organised at- 
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1927, was not the last example of a deplor- 
able excess. It might be—and he felt con- 
fident the Senate agreed with him in the 
hope—that these incidents were the last 
flickering sparks of the disturbed conditions 
which arose early in 1922 and continued for 
some time in 1923. But he had no informa- 
tion, nor had he seen any indication that 
those responsible for these periodic outrages 
had even now accepted the decision of the 
people in the Patna election. The Constitu- 
tion, as it was before the Amending Bill 
was introduced, contained clauses, some re- 
pugnant, some framed by political parties in 
the State. A good deal of heat was im- 
parted by these political parties on the 
various occasions they addressed themselves 
to. these provisions. Exaggerated state- 
ments were made corfterning them, and 
allegations made likely to foment civil strife 
and commotion. In the event of this resolu- 
tiou not being passed these exaggerations 
would arouse angry passions and probable 
breaches of the peace. The right of the 
people to decide national issues was pre- 
served in the Constitution. “I would fail 
in my duty as head of the Government,” 
said Mr. Cosgrave, “if I did not say 
solemnly and sincerely that the passage of 
this resolution is in the interests of the 
immediate preservation of the public peace.” 


STRONG LANGUAGE. 
GOVERNMENT ACCUSED OF 
SHARP PRACTICE. 

Mr. O'FARRELL said that he would not 


vote for the resolution, which he believed to 
be a lie, and he would not be paying any 
compliment to the intelligence of those who 
would vote for it if he said they did not 
know it was a lie. It would be much better 
for them to say that they were not going 
to give the country an opportunity of deciding 


on it. 

Mr. DOWDALL protested against the 

resolution. To his mind it was an abuse of 
the Standing Orders. It was not necessary 
for the immediate preservation of the public 
peace. 
Dr. 0. ST. J. GOGARTY said that having 
heard the arguments put forward by the 
Opposition to this resolution one might he 
allowed to inquire into the mentality of people 
whe used such arguments. He thought that 
the arguments, used against the resolution 
and the amendments to the Constitution itself 
were a hit pettifogging. The attitude of the 
opponents of this resolution and the amend- 
ments was an attitude of opposition to any 
form of security in the country. It was the 
attitude of the bootlegger in America towards 
the laws of the United States. The mentality 
of these people, he thought, was more a matter 
for the Minister for Education when they 
spoke of insulting their intelligence. He (Dr. 
Grogarty) strongly supported the resolution, 

‘SPECTRE OF THE GUNMAN.” 
Sir John KEANE said he had always been 
a consistent, if somewhat reluctant, supporter 
of measures to maintain public safety, con- 
sidering that they were absolutely necessary. 
Behind the President’s speech he saw the 
Shadow of the Public Safety Act and the 
spectre of the gunman. He supported these 
measures when the dangers were a reality 
or were likely to arise. At present they were 
not likely to arise through any failure to 
pass this resolution. He did not think the 
President was trying to make their flesh creep, 
but he thought the Government, as Mr. 
MacLoughlin had said, was acting in a panicky 
manner. This resolution was nothing but 
Sharp practice, and that was the reason he 
stood up to protest against this solemn 
farce. He thought this was nothing more 
or less than a political vendetta. It was like 
sitting on the safety valve of a boiler. 

Mr. LENIHAN said that he could not 
bring himself to vote for the resolution,

The resolution was carried by 27 votes to 
7, and the House adjourned until 3 p.m. on 
Wednesday next.

Nationalists, Independent Unionists and 
Socialists. Lord Craigavon pointed out 
that at the next general election a turn- 
over of only eight seats would place the 
official Unionists in a minority, and give 
the reins of office to the Opposition. For 
this reason he appealed strongly to all 
loyalists to support the official party and 
to thwart the aims of the “ Independents’’ 
and Liberals. He had no complaint to 
make against the Nationalists or the 
Socialists. They were, he suggested, the 
natura] enemies of Ulster Unionism; but 
those loyalists who refused to serve under 
the official banner constituted a real 
danger to the safety of the Northern 
State. 

Lord Craigavon made his hearers’ flesh 
creep by his forecast of what might 
happen if his Government should be de- 
leated at the next election. - The new 
rulers’ of Northern Ireland would consist 
of Republicans, Nationalists, Socialists, 
Independent Unionists and Liberals. In 
this heterogeneous gathering Nationalists, 
Republicans and Socialists, naturally, 
would preponderate, and would secure the 
principal posts in the new Government. 
Thus the Premiership, the Treasury, the 
Ministry for Education and, most signifi- 
cant oí ‘all, the police force would pass 
into, the hands of Ulster’s avowed enemies.

The Lost England. 

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, British Minister 
of Health, has been asked by Mr. Stanley 
Baldwin to receive a deputation from the 
Society for the Preservation of Rural 
England on the subject of developments 
in the vicinity of arterial roads. The 
Prime Minister thus has given the en- 
couragement of his high authority to the 
case which the Society will make for the 
checking of “ribbon” growth along main 
highways, for the preservation of local 
amenities, and for the promotion of tree- 
planting. We have remarked before that 
the motor car has brought more happiness 
to humanity than any other mechanical 
invention, but its rapid multiplication in 
a land of congested population has 
wrought havoc on much of what was 
loveliest in England's scenery. Along the 
fine new highways running from town to 
town unsightly garages have sprung up, 
followed by tea-rooms, bungalows and 
hucksters’ shops.. Concrete buildings of 
all shapes and sizes now line the road- 
sides. Their shape generally is brutally 
utilitarian, and they are plastered with 
ugly lettering. To make room for them 
trees have been hewn down and hedges 
obliterated. formerly

“Town-planning’’ legislation pro- 
tects the chief cities and some regions, 
such as the coal-hearing region in Kent ; 
but beyond these. zones the far-reaching 
motor vehicle scatters ugliness apace. The 
Society for the Preservation of Rural 
England will need to demand that the 
whole offMerlin’s isle of grammarie be 
brought rder the same protection as the 
cities. | A book published this week, 
“England and the Octopus,’’ by Clough 
Williams-Ellis, contains many photo- 
graphs that bring home the measure of 
the evil against which the Society is fight- 
ing. <A picture of cross-roads on the way 
to Stonehenge shows the Druids’ Circle of 
stark monoliths upon the sky-line. Also 
on the sky-line, at a short distance, are 
a derelict aerodrome and huts. Almost 
blocking out- the Circle stands a concrete 
dwelling of ugly lines; near it is a café, 
and between the levelled and 
whitened space, apparently for use as a 
hard tennis court. Thus the most vener- 
able and British 
antiquity now is framed in the horrors 
of the new “ jerry-building.”’ 

Broadway, in Worcestershire, probably 
is England’s most beautiful village. The 
new traffic has brought to Broadway, 
beside visitors, ugly signposts, tar-barrels, 
hoardings and gaudy petrol pumps; and 
photographs of the new Broadway might 
be taken to represent the ugliest, instead 
of the loveliest, England. 
“ England is cheap to-day,’’ remarks Mr. 
Williams-Fllis, as he displays a photo- 
graph of a roadside notice in Worcester- 
shire—‘‘ For sale, building land, 9d. per 
square yard.’’ Where lies the remedy? 
The State cannot forbid the desecration of 
England’s with a short ukase 
against further building. What is needed 
is the application of a well-devised prin- 
ciple whereby the chief abuses will be 
checked. »~The main proposal at present 
under ceénsideration is that building 
or the erection of advertisements on 
arterial roads should be prohibited, save 
under exceptional licence, and that new 
buildings should be concentrated in suit- 
able sites some distance from the main 
thoroughfare. In other words, it is re- 
commended that new villages should be 
brought into being at suitable intervals. 
These villages could be spacious in the style 
of the typical “garden city,” and they 
could afford to the settler in the countryside 
all the amenities that at present he-seeks 
in sites that clash with the public in- 
terest. Ireland would do well to watch 
carefully the decisions that proceed from 
the Sociéty’s discussion with Mr. Cham- 
berlain; for, as Ireland has no such 
swarming population as creates England's 
problems, she is afflicted with a double 
indifference to the considerations of 
beauty, and her natural amenities are 
affronted by the public, as well as by the 
private, builder.

Most. of 
them like to sit in Shakespeare’s chair. 
This chair seems to possess a peculiar 
fascination for Americans, and is called 
"the chair of inspiration.’’ One visitor 
is reported to have announced that, if 
sitting in the chair of the bard did not 
provide him with a slogan for selling 
soap, “I guess I'll say this inspiration 
business is a fraud.” This way of look- 
ing at the matter would have been new to 
Shakespeare, but we have no reason tv 
think that it would have annoyed him 
A leisurely man of letters, however, 
constantly sitting in the famous chair, is 
not. the picture of Shakespeare s life 
which is suggested by the meagre facts 
we. know.. He seems to have written very 
rapidly, in the midst of an extremely 
active life: Whatever he might have 
thought of some of the travellers who 
come to Stratford, the universal honour 
with which his ‘‘ home town ’’ is regarded 
to-day undoubtedly would have given him 
great pleasure.

The most trustworthy weather prophet in 
Dublin, the ancient tortoise in the Zoological 
Gardens, yesterday consented to occupy his 
out-door quarters—a sure sign of a warm day.

Whatever is 
in these nuts it is evident that the digestive 
juices of the civet cannot cope with them, 
and they turn into something resembling 
plaster of Paris in his unfortunate stomach.

Captain Loewenstein.

MOSCOW, Thursday. 

The story told by Majors Mariano and 
Zappi, two survivors of the walking party 
of three, from the Italia, who have been 
rescued by the Soviet ice-breaker, Krassin, 
testifies to the heroism of the third member 
of the party—the Swedish Professor 
Malmgren, who has found a grave in the 
Arctic wastes of ice and snow. 


LEFT BEHIND. 

Professor Malmgren, who was in- 
jured in the fall oí the Italia. and both 
of whose legs froze in the intense cold, 
was, at his own wish, let behind near 
Broch Island. His two companions got 
on to a small iceberg, which drifted with 
the wind, and- remained on it until they 
were rescued, BES? 

According to the correspondent of The 
Tass Agency on board the Krassin, they 
were .sighted on their iceberg at five 
o'clock this morning at the place indi- 
cated by the airman Chukhnovsky. One 
man Was standing up and the other lying 
down. -Considerable difficulty was experi- 
enced in getting them on board th- ship, 
the task not being accomplished until 
seven o'clock. 

The two rescued men were placed under 
medical treatment. 


THREE MILES AWAY. 

The Krassin is now approaching the 
Viglieri party, having rounded Foyn 
Island and: Broch Island. 

At. three. o'clock this afternoon the 
ice-breaker Krassin was three miles from 
the stranded party. : 


MORE STRANDED MEN. 
As she passed 
to the Italia, she noticed a number of 
men giving signals. She replied 2:.at she 
would pick them up on the return journey. 
Professor Samoilovitch, who is in charge 
of the Kracsin relief expedition, believes 
that these men are the Alpine Chasseurs 
who were sent out to search for General 
Nobile and his unfortunate associates. 


DIED A MONTH AGO.

Majors Mariano and Zappi state that 
Dr. Malmgren died a month ago. He 
had been injured when the accident 
happened to the Italia on May 25th, and 
in their journey across the ice both his 
legs became frozen. At his own wish he 
was left behind near Broach Island. 

The two Italians got on a small floe, on 
which they drifted until their rescue. 

For thirteen days they had been with- 
out food. 

M. Chuhnovsky, the Russian airman, 
who first sighted the marooned men, was, 
owing to sudden fog, unable to return to 
the Krassin.. He made a forced landing 
near Cape Platen..He and his companions 
in the machine (which was damaged) have 
a wireless set and provisions for fourteen 
days. 

There is still no news of Captain 
Amundsen and his twe companions.

GENEVA.

GENEVA, Thursday. 

The .Committee of Experts has now 
drawn up its report embodying the wishes 
of the League of Nations regarding the 
construction of a wireless station at 
Geneva for the use of the League of 
Nations, capable of communicating 
directly with as many countries as 
possible.

SET UP. 

Arrangements are now being made for 
the setting up of the larger inquiry. into 
police methods, which the Home Secre- 
tary promised. some months ago. Both 
the Opposition parties in the House of 
Commons will be consulted on the scope 
and personnel of the inquiry. 

Since the Savidge case attracted public 

attention numerous complaints concerning 
the action of the police in particular 
instances throughout the country have 
reached members of the House of Com- 
mons. Mr. Tom Johnston. (Labour-M.P. 
for Dundee), who was the first to call 
attention to the Savidge case, has received 
a very large number. The general aim is 
that the terms of reference of the new 
body should be wide enough to admit for 
inguiry such cases as involve charges 
against the police in relation to their 
dealings with the public. : 
The allegations of corruption made by 
Mr. T. J. O'Connor (Conservative M.P. 
for Luton) in the course of the debate in 
the House of Commons on Wednesday are 
expected to be inquired into, and it is 
assumed that Mr. O’Connor wil] be 
invited to give evidence. The Govern- 
ment has yet to decide whether the new 
body should be a Royal Commission or a 
Departmental Committee, and with the 
special’ powers of the Tribunals Act, such 
as were possessed by the Savidge tribunal.

The Joint Committee appointed by the 
Free State Parliament to examine ' and 
report on the Rules of the Cireuit Court 
recommends that the Rules he rejected. 

The report of the committee is at pre- 
sent being printed, and will mage gt be 


published within the next.couple of days.. 


The committee, I am informed, bases 
its recommendation on the ground that 
to adopt the proposed rules would, in 
effect, set up eight High Courts in the 
country, with all the expense attendant 
on the maintenance of a High Court 
system. 

he committee’ asserts that when the 
original Courts oi Justice Act was passed 
the intention was that the old County 
Court system should be continued ‘with an 
extension of jurisdiction. 


£150 MAXIMUM. 


For this reason it is suggested that the 
old Rules, with additional Rules to cover 
the extended jurisdiction of. the, Circuit 
Courts, would be adequate. us 

An important recommendation which, I 
am' informed, the committee makes, is 
that, with the exception of Cork and 
Dublin, the maximum jurisdiction of the 
Circuit Courts should -be £150. 

I believe that the committee also recom- 
mends a return to the system of appeals 
by re-hearing. At present appeals are on 
stenographers’ notes alone. 


TOO EXPENSIVE. 


The committee considers the whole 
Cireuit Court «system cumbrous and ex- 
pensive and injurious to credit. The 
members of the committee were also of 
the opinion that the Circuit Court has 
ceased to be what originally it was 
intended to be—namely, “ the poor man’s 
court.’’ 

The report of the committee is under- 
stood to be a unanimous one. The

CORK’S NEW CORPORATION. 

Fxcept for the episode of the Orange 
lilies, proceedings up to this point were 
extremely dull. Thev brightened up, how- 
ever, when the Cork City Management 
Bill was discussed. Where two or three 
Cerk deputies are gathered together any- 
thing may happen. The bill proposes to 
set up a Cork Corporation, with a City 
Manager and a Jord Mayor, and it was 
the City Manager clause that was the 
biggest bone of contention. 

There was scarcely a quorum in the 
Chamber when the debate on the second 
stage of the bill opened, and most of the 
deputies present were from Cork City or 
Cork - County. 

Curiously encugh, it was a Roscommon 


member (Mr. G. Boland, F.F.) who first 


spoke. He thought that the bill should 
be - withdrawn and redrafted, because 
‘this bill means a reversion to the old 
grand jury system.” , 

Mr. R. Anthony (Lab., Cork City) went 
a step further and moved the rejection, 
because, among other reasons, it proposed 
to make a kind of Pooh Bah Manager for 
his native city. He accused the “ people 
behind the bill of waging a class war in 
that city,” and parenthetically remarked : 
“ If we really believe in all this talk of 
economy, let us say to John Bull—‘ Come 
back and govern us again.” 


THE LORD MAYOR’S VIEW. 

Now. Mr. Sean, French (F.F.), who 1s 
the Lord Mayor of Cork, and thereby en- 
titled to speak with some authority, did 
not completely agree with this view, 
although he foresaw that ‘‘ there was a 
danger of a City Manager becoming a 
city master.” Nevertheless, he was pre- 
pared to accept the City Manager prin- 
ciple as a step in the right direction, and 
he thought that the bill afforded a basis 
upon which members of all parties might 
build a sound system of municipal govern- 
ment for Cork City.

The Minister for Local Government 
summarised the Government view of the 
bill, and said that-the Corporation would 
have full power to strike rates and pass 
estimates. The division on the bill showed 
that Fianna Fail was split in twain. 
Ninety-three deputies voted for the bill 
end thirty-two against. Mr. de Valera 
a4 Mr. Sean French voted with the 
majority, while Mr. Anthony (Lab.) cut a 
‘enely figure as the only Cork City 
-aember who voted azainst the bill. 

There followed a short debate on the 
Slaughtered Animals Compensation Bill, 
which. with several minor amendments 
received from the Senate, was passed.

WESTMINSTER, 

In Committee on the Post 
Sir William Mitchell-Thomson, Postmaster- 
General, gave his annual survey of the 
activities of his Department for the past year. 
A mere glance at the current year s financial 
account afforded no test of the Post Office 
efficiency and economy. lor a true picture 
they must await the commercial account, 
which could not be presented to the House 
until it was audited in the autumn. 

For the year just closed the surplus on the 
postal service was £8,850,000. There was a 
deficit on the telegraph service of £1,389,000, 
and a surplus on the telephone account 
of £120,000. The total combined surplus 
was £7,581,000 — the largest surplus 
since the commercial account came to be 
kept. The postal revenue had increased by 
£2,900,000 and the expenditure by £900,000, 


leaving a net improvement of two millions.

however, was-that re- 
lating to broadcasting. The British Broad- 
casting Corporation, he said, was in the 
nature of an experiment, but he thought it 
had justified itself.

TREASURY RAIDS. 

Mr. Ian Macpherson regretted that the 
House was not in a position to discuss the 
report of the Imperial Wireless and Cable 
Conference. Why was it delayed, and why 
had they to rely for information upon the 
intelligent anticipation of the Press.

“It was 
about time the Postmaster-General took steps 
to resist the ‘ bureaucratic encroachments of 
the dead hand of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer.”’ 


PROGRAMMES ATTACKED. 

Sir E. Hilton Young wanted more Minis- 
terial control over the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, and so enable the public to 
make their voices heard. 

Mr. Hore Belisha made a spirited attack 
on the broadcast programmes. He asserted 
that the Broadcasting Corporation had dis- 
mally failed, as he predicted it was bound 
to do. They simply got together a collec- 
tion of ex-politicians, ex-schoolmasters and 
citizens, who had nothing to do, and -were 
willing to render voluntary service in return 
for a salary, and put them in charge of an 
invention which was full of possibilities, but 
which they were doing their best to wreck.

It differs from other tractors in being sprung 
for uneven ground. The foot brake operates 
an internal expanding ‘brake on the transmis- 
Sion.

On the. post- 
mortem examination he submitted that it was 
impossible for the chair leg to have inflicted 
all the wounds. The evidence of the Ameri- 
can witness, Pinckley, was valueless; it was 
not consistent with that of Helen Lambie and 
Mary Barrowman. 

THE IDENTIFICATION. 

The Lord Advocate dealt with the point 
that Slater entered his name in the hotel 
register at Liverpool. before leaving . the 
country. Dealing with the question of identi- 
fication, he said: “TI say that. there is no 
fresh criticism of the evidence of ‘identifita- 
tion which was not before the jury.” There 
was no explanation, he contended, of the 
repeated presence of Slater in West Prince's 
street for a period before the date of the 
crime. 

The jury knew, ‘said the Lord Advocate, 
that there was local knowledge ór : tittle- 
tattle about Miss Gilchrist’s possession of 
jewellery, and they were entitled to infer 
that local gossip was the forerunner .of the 
watch on the house. The Lord Advocate 
said that there could be no doubt that, prior 
to the murder, Slater had been contemplating 
going abroad. That was equally consistent 
with his planning a robbery or just going on 
with his ordinary business. 

The Lord Justice General (Lord Clyde) 
announced that the court would. give their 
decision at a later date. 
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MIXED MARRIAGE 
TANGLE, 


REMARKABLE -BOMBAY 
CASE. 
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From “ Tug Times ” CorRESPONDENT. 
HOMLBAY, Thursday. 

A remarkable case arising from a mixed 
marriage came before the Chief Presidency 
Magistrate to-day, when Bai Ahias, o/ias 
Mabel Ferras, prayed for relief in respect of 
extradition proceedings on a charge of theft 
of jewellery filed by her husband, who is a 
Baroda State subject. 

The petitioner said that she was a Euro- 
pean-British subject, born in Capetown. She 
married an Indian Moslem from Navsari at 
Johannesburg in 1914. believing him to be a 
bachelor. Subsequently going to his village 
she found that her husband had an Indian 
wife. Both wives lived together in the same 
house until 1924, when the Indian wife died. 
The husband returned to South Africa, and 
his son turned. the petitioner out of her house. 

SOUTH AFRICAN LAW. 

The petitioner contended that the second 
marriage was invalid under South African 
law,-and also that she was a minor at the 
time of the marriage. She also alleged that 
the marriage was performed by the Regis- 
trar on misrepresentation. e petitioner 
further claimed the rights of a European- 
British subject, to whom the Indian Extra- 
dition “Act did not apply. © 

It appears that the petitioner’s husband 
Pesce her with the theft of jewellery. She 
was arrested here last April. Government 
orders now have been received to the effect 
that the woman must go to Navsari, having 
ceased to be a. Furopean-British subject when 
she married a Baroda State subject. On her 
arrest in Bombay her husband is alleged to 
have said, “ My girl, 1 have “spent 5,000 
rupeés (£225) to sectire your arrest,‘and | 
am prepared to spend as much more. Come 
to Navsari, and you will never return alive.’’

MASKED RAIDER CONVICTED 
AT DUNDALK. 


An exciting chase along the border, which 
resulted in the capture of a wanted man, was 
described at Dundalk Circuit Court, before 
Judge Doyle. 

A man of six feet two inches, and a well- 
known runrier, named Daniel Hillen, the son 
of a farmer residing at Edentubber, a border 
townland, was charged on five counts with 
attempted armed robbery of £30, the pro- 
perty of the Free State Government. He 
was further charged with being unlawfully 
in possession Of a revolver. 

Hillen, who pleaded ‘‘ Not guilty,” con- 
ducted his own defence. 

Guard Reid, Ravensdale, said that the 
accusedman had been arrested at Jonesborough 
Chapel by the Royal Ulster Constabilary, 
and was handed over to witness. When 
handed over he had a cut on the back of 
his right ear, which he said was a boil, but 
witness believed that it was received from 
a blow of a stone, 

Michael ©’Beirne, a paymaster in the 
Forestry Department, said that he had £30 
for workmen’s wages in his motor car on 
the main Dublin-Belfast road, and he left 
the car there-while he superintended the work 
the men were doing just beside him. As he 
stood on a heap of stones near the car he 
saw a man creep along the back of it, and 
when he shouted to the man to clear off he 
merely brandished a revolver. 

UNNED BY BLOW OF STONE. 

The man wore a black mask over his face. 
The man then went towards the front seat, 
where the money was lying, and as he lifted 
up the front seat witness fired a stone. The 
stone hit the man on the back of the head, 
The blow stunned the man, knocked the 
mask and revolver from him, and spun him 
round. Witness recognised him as Daniel 
Hillen, whom he had known well. He fol- 
lowed Hillen, who ran towards the shrubbery, 
and escaped over the Northern border. 

Cross-examined by Hillen, the paymaster 

said that he recognised the prisoner at the 
time by his face and his red hair. 
-Hillen denied the charge, and stated that 
he had been working all the day on the land. 
The cut on his head was due to his having 
injured a boil by the use of a hair comb. 

The jury found him guilty of attempted 
armed robbery, and he was sentenced to three 
years’ penal servitude.

LONDON FIRM’S CONTRACT. 

The first step—the provision of an under- 

rourid high tension feeder network—has been 
teva is network was put to open tender 
towards the end of May last, and seventeen 
firms, including British, French and German,

The contract was placed by the Board at 
their meeting yesterday, the successful firms 
being Messrs. Callendars’ Cable and Constrac- 
tion Company, London, and the South of 
Ireland Asphalt Company, Dublin, who sub- 
mitted a joint tender. 

The London firm will supply the cable, and 
the Dublin firm, whose share of the contract 
is approximately £17,000 (the major portion 
of which will be spent on local labour), will 
carry out the gap Ma; | excavation work, Th 
contract, which is due for complet‘on in 
December next, includes the laying of cables 
in the Pembroke and Rathmines Townships. 
These cables will open up unserved areas and 
permit of expansion in districts already 
supplied. 

TRANSFORMER STATIONS. 

The second step is the establishment of 
transformer stations to feed the low tension 
networks which honeycomb the area and carry 
electricity into the houses of the consumers. 

Fourteen of these stations were put to open 
tender on the 18th June last, and tenders are 
due next week. It is hoped to place the order 
early in August, so that they may be com- 
plete by December. 

The provision of the low tension networks 
and the consumers’ services—the cables which 
run into the houses—is the next stage in the 
programme, and this section will go to open 
tender on Monday next. The actual construc- 
tion is timed to begin early in September and 
to proceed through the autumn. 

WIRING. 

Finally, there remains only the wiring of 
the houses, and the policy of the Board in 
this matter will be annonnced ip due course. 

Meanwhile, the erection of distribution net- 
work systems in country towns is being 
rapidly pushed ahead. Work is already in 
progress in twenty-two towns by the con- 
tractofs to the Board, the Irisn Electrical 
Constructibn Co., the latest towns added to 
their list being Arklow, Gorey and Rath- 
drum, 

BRAY AND WEXFORD. 

The erection of poles and service wiring 
has been completed in Kilcock, Celbridge, 
Naas, Newbridge aid Rathangan, and in the

Contracts for the reconstruction of the

Messrs. Handley and Robinson, electrical 
contractors, Dawson street, Dublin, secured 
the Bray contract, and the Wexford contract 
went to Mr, Thomas May, electrical con- 
tractor, Derry City.

LORD LYSLE FINED FOR 
SECOND TIME. 

Described as a “speed hog ” by a sergeant 
of the Civic Guards, who, however, admitted 
that he was a very good driver and could not 
be summoned for reckless driving, Lord Lysle 
was fined, for a second time, yesterday for 
the offence of exceeding the speed limit. At 
Kanturk, on a former occasion, District 
Justice Gallagher fined him 40s.; at Mallow 
Sessions yesterday the same justice imposed 
a fine of £8. The defendant did not appear in 
court. 

“I think,” said the justice, “this peer of 
the Realm should set a good example to 
people who are not in such an important 
position. It ie my duty, in the interest of 
the public, to see that this kind of thing 
ceases. The next time the defendant is 
brought up before me I shall see whether or 
not his linece should be suspended.”’ 

Sergeant Conboy, who prosecuted, gave 
evidence that on the 28th June last while 
operating a speed “ trap ” in the Navigation 
road he found that Lord Lysle covered the 
220 yards in 11 seconds, which would be 
approximately 40 miles an hour. The “trap” 
was arranged at the racecourse side of Mallow 
Bridge. It was a dangerous section, the road 
being curved, so that from where he was 
stationed he could just see the Guard at the 
bend. A driver could see no more than 220 
yards ahead. “There was considerable traffic 
on the road at the time 

On this occasion, the sergeant added, he 
set out specially to catch Lord Lysle, for he 
knew him to be a “speed hog.” he had 
reason to warn him on two previous occasions 
for driving at an excessive speed through the 
town, but could not summon him for reckless 
driving. as he was a verv good driver. 

The justice said that he knew the portion 
of the road within the scope of the “trap, ' 
and considered the turn a very dangerous one.
